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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant submits that Manly fails to teach or 
suggest the extraction of lesser portions text identified by detected annotations, and including the extracted portions in a summary (pages 
2-3). The Examiner disagrees, because the system taught by Manly performs the removal of unwanted information found in a document. 
The removal is triggered by editing marks in the document, which indicate the undesirable or unwanted document data (col.1. lines 21-46, 
60-67). In other words, Manly's system produces a final output document only containing portions-lesser portion of the document- of the 
document separated by editing marks or annotations. Manly teaches the extraction of the wanted document portions by indicating what's 
not to be present in the document. The editing marks are one way to indicate the document portions to be extracted onto a final output 
document, after the system has ended editing the document. 

According to Manly's teachings, there are two portions extracted, the deleted one, and the desired portion. For all intents and 
purpose, the only extracted portion is the desired portion , since the deleted portion is thrown out, and not wanted by the editor. 

Further, the Applicant states that Ma teaches saving extracted text into memory, but does not teach that the memory only includes the 
extracted lesser portion of text (page 4,parag.3). As shown above, it is Manly who teaches the extraction, and output of lesser portion of 
the document. The motivation to combine the editing of a document to extract lesser portions of a document as indicated by annotations 
taught by Manly, and the generation of a separate image of the document text as disclosed by Ma, because this would increase the 
flexibility of having multiple formats as taught by Ma (col.2, lines 21-67). This would enable the efficient editing of documents in other 
formats. 
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
